The presi­ 
dent keenly hopes that it can be shown 
that the destruction of the ship was an 
accident.

John J. Blanciln, of Baltimore, one of 
the M aine’s sui’vlv’ors, who la a t th(> 
K ey W ent hotel, gave the c«»rrespon- 
dent of the Associated P re ss last e v e n ­ 
ing a succinct account of the disaster, 
saying th at not until now h as he been 
able to rccollect the soquence of events 
In the awful ten m inutes following the 
explosion Tuesday evening. 
Lieutenant 
Blandln wae on the Trenton a t the time 
of the disaster off Sam oa in March, 
1889, when A m erican and G erm an v'en- 
sels lost 244 men all told. 
L ieu tenan t 
Blandln says 
“ I was on w atch, and 
when the m en had been piped below 1 
looked down the main hatches and over 
the side of the ship. 
E v e ry th in g wasi 
absolutely normal. I w alked aft to the 
quarterdeck behind the re a r turret, aa 
Is allowed afie r 8 o’clock In the evening, 
and sat down on the port side, where 1 
rem ained for a few m inutes. 


I'lii« » iiort o f i*r(!Nuiitliu«>nt? 
"Then, for some reason 1 cannot ex ­ 
plain to myself now, I moved to the 
sta rb o ard side and s a t down there. 
1 
w as feeling a bit glum, and in fact was 
so quiet th a t L ieutenant Hood cam e up 
an d asked laughingly If I w as asleep. 


said ‘Xo, 1 am on w atch.’ 
Scarcely 
had I spoken when there cam e a dull, 
sullen, roar. Would to God th a t I could 
blot out the sound and the scenes th a t 
followed. Then cam e a sh arp explosion 
—some say" num erous detonations.

rem em ber only one. 
It seem ed to me 
th a t the sound cam e from the port 
side forw ard. Then came a perfect rain 
of missiles of all descriptions, from huge 
pieces of cem ent to i)locks «>f wood, 
steel railings, fragm ents of gratings, 
an d all the debris th a t would bo de­ 
tachable In an explosion.

found Captain Sigsbee, a s cool as if a t a 
ball, and soon all the otlleers except 
Jen k in s and M erritt joined u.s.

C aptain Sigsbet 
ordered the launch and gig lowered, and 
the ofllcers and men wht> by this tim* 
had assembled got the boats out, and 
rescued a num ber In the water.

“C aptain Sigsbee ordered L ieutenant 
Com m ander W aln w rlg ht forw ard to see 
the ex tent of the damage, and if a n y ­ 
thing could be done to rescue those for­ 
w ard or to extinguish the flames, which 
followed close upon the explosion and 
burned fiercely as long as there w en 
any combustibles above w ater to feed 
them. 
L ieutenant C om m ander W ain 
w rlght on his re tu rn reported the total 
and aw ful ch a ra c ter of the calam ity, 
and C aptain SlgKbee gave the last o r­ 
der ‘Abandon ship’ to men overw helm ed 
with grief Indeed, but calm and ajjpar- 
ently unexcited. 
M eantim e four buais 
from the Spanish cruiser Alfonso X II 
arrived, to be followed soon by tw* 
from the W ard Line steam er City of 
W ashington. 
The two boats lowered 
from 
the City 
of 
W ashington wert 
found to be riddled w ith (lying debrl.s 
from the Maine and unlit for use. C ap­ 
tain Slg.sbee was the last m an to leave 
his vessel and left in his own gig. 


“ I have no theories as to the cause 
of the explosion. 
I cann ot form any 
An exam ination by divers m ay 
tell 
som ething to a court of inquiry, 
with others, had heard th a t the H a- 
v a r a harbor Nvas full of torpedoes, but 
the officers whose duty it w as to ex- 


mine into 
th a t 
reported 
th a t 
they 
found no signs of any. 
Personally 
do not believe the Si>anlsh had any 
thing to do w ith the disaster. T hr.em ay 
tell. 
I hope so, 
W e w ere in a delicate 
position on the Maine, so fa r as taking 
any precautions w as concerned.

or challenge the approach of any boat 
boarding us unless convinced th a t he 
Intention w'as hostile.

story or o ther th a t had crept Into print 
or i)ecome current gossip. All the news 
of the day came in the late afiernoun in 
the shape of C aptain Sigsbei*’s report 
of the au th orization of the funeral of 
his dead sailors and a story of the d is­ 
a ste r from General Lee, 


One ab surd story w as th a t the terrible 
trag edy had been caused by a torpedo, 
which had bored an S-lnch "percussion" 
hole in the bottom of the ship and done 
all the dam age through that hole. W h at 
a “percus.sion hole” is nobody seemed 
to know how one of those terrible to r­ 
pedoes could have exploded und er the 
vessel and only m ade an 8-lnch hole was 
not explain.h1; neither was it explained 
how the M aine could have been su nk in 
a few m inu tes by the w ater th a t came 
in through such a hole wiien she had 
pum ps th at could have throw n It out 
faster than It cam e In.

A GOOD SAMARITAN. 


City Treasurer Brown Finds Him ­ 
self In a Very Trying and Un­ 
popular Position. 


There is no one in the city just now 
who envies City Treasurer Charles .f. 
Brown his job. Collectinj? taxes is 
never a popular occupation and this 
year it is naore unpopular than ever in 
Benton Harbor, us the common council 
determined to inject a little bu.siness 
enthusiasm in the matter of collcctlon 
of taxes. 


The chief difliculty arises from the 
sesver tax which was levied hi li'i*:?. 
The .sewer roll was ilrstassessed in 
and a large proiwrlion of pr .»perly 
owners paid their taxes. In the ftdlow- 
inti year the sower cost was reasficssed 
and since that time but comparatively 
few people have paid their sewer taxes 
and those wl-o had sewer assessments 
a^'‘uinst them were nolonjier fri*rntened 
by the tax collector and declared they 
never would pay. 
Amonji the delin­ 
quent sewer tax payers are some of the 
best citizens of iienton Harbor but on 
some technical ^^round they refuse to 
pay th el I’ taxes. 
The roll has never 
been returned to the county ire.istu'er 
but this year the city treasurer and tln- 
ance committee decided they 
would 
do business on business 
principles 
and in consequence 
notice» 
were 
sent 
out 
that 
the 
sewer 
roll 
this year would 
be 
returned 
and 
those 
who 
refujsed 
to pay would 
llnd a cloud upon the title of their 
property. Last year but two people 
paid sewer taxes while this year In 
the face of the circulars sent out twen- 
ty-four citizens have responded thouirh 
they paid undi:«* loud proti-st and much 
unjust blame and censure has been 
placed upon the city treasurer because 
he did his duty. 


in the way ofcollectlnti »ieneral taxes 
Treasurer Brown has been very suc­ 
cessful having collected four-iiftlis of 
the entire amount of his tax warrants. 
Up to bY'brmiry 1") the treasurer had 
collected $47.54(5.81, the amounts re­ 
ceived from the various wards being as 
follows;
